SIXTIETH    ANNUAL    SESSION

BAPTIST  STATE  CONVENTION  OF  ALABAMA. 


i.  The  Baptist  State  Convention  of  Alabama  assembled  in 
its  Sixtieth  Annual  Session,  with  the  Siloam  Baptist  Church,  at 
Marion,  Ala.,  commencing  on  Wednesday,  the  f  f  th  day  of  July, 
1883,  and  at  10  o'clock,  a.  m.,  was  called  to  order  by  the  President, 
Jonathan  Haralson,  of  Selma,  Benj.

EIGHTH     ANNUAL     REPORT    OF    THE    STATE 
MISSION    BOARD. 

With  grateful  acknowledgments  to  Almighty  (Jod  for  His  abundant  mercies, 
the  State  Mission  Board  submit  their  Annual  Report  : 

During  the  Conventional  year  death  has  claimed  as  his  prey  one  of  our 
most  faithful  missionaries. 

REV;   Z.   A.   OWENS, 

Missionary  Pastor  at  I'cnsacnla,  fell  at  his  post  last  October,  a  victim  to  yellow 
fever.  He  was  a  faithful  ministci  of  Jesus  Christ.  lie  now  rests  from  his 
labors,  and  his  works  do  follow  him. 

DIFFUSION    OF    MISSIONARY    INTELLIGENCE. 

Early  in  the  Conventional  year,  2<wx>  copies  of  an  address  containing  mis. 
sionary  facts  and  setting  forth  the  aims  of  the  Hoard,  were  scattered  widely  among 
our  people.  Thousands  of  missionary  tracts  and  leaflets,  and  20,000  pages  of 
tracts  on  giving  to  the  cause  of  Christ,  have  been  '.cut  forth  on  their  mission.  In 
addition  to  the  above,  2, loo  copies  of  the  Foreign  Journal  have  been  sent  gra- 
tuitously to  pastors  and  others.  If  these  printed  messengers  have  been  read, 
our  people  must  be  acquainted  with  the  missionary  operations  of  the  denomina- 
tion.    The  good  seed  sown  is  already  bearing  fruit. 

IK  IMF.   AND    FOREIGN    HOARDS. 

As  your  Hoard  is  the  agent  of  these  Hoards,  it  is  very  gratifying  to  be  able 
to  report  increased  contributions  to  both.  The  increase  to  the  Home  Hoard 
over  the  ,'  of  last  year  is  1  $0  per  cent  ,  and  to  the  Foreign  Hoard  25  per  cent. 
More  chii  "hes  have  contributed  to  the  work  committed  to  these  Boards  than 
ever  before,  and  yet  nineteen  of  our  district  Associations  gave  nothing  to  Foreign 
Missions  during  the  year,  and  thirty  nothing  to  Home  Missions. 

Brethren  were  appointed  last  fall  to  represent  these  Hoards  at  our  Associa- 
tions, and  wen.'  furnished  with  facts  in  reference  to  their  work. 

STATE    MISSIONS. 

This  work  has  been  prosecuted  during  the  year  to  the  fullest  extent  of  our 
ability,  and  the  means  we  have  been  enabled  to  gather  Up  from  the  churches. 
At  your  last  annual  meeting  we  reported  forty-one  men  in  the  employ  of  the 
Hoard  ;  for  the  year  just  closed  we  report  forty-eight  who  have  been  in  your 
service  for  the  whole  or  a  part  of  the  year. 

Some  of  these  brethren  have  labored,  ris  missionary  pastors,  with  weak 
churches  located  at  central  points  which  it  is  important  to  build  up  ;  some  of 
them  a-;  evangelists  in  Associations  where  evangelistic  work  is  demanded,  whilst 
others  have  bestowed  their  labors  in  destitute  regions.  Fifteen  of  them  have 
been  engaged  in  Colporlage  work,  in  connection  with  preaching  the  gospel. 

In  thirty  towns  and  villages,  and  in  one  hundred  and  fifteen  country  places 
in  forty-two  of  our  counties,  your'missiouarics  have  preached  regularly  during 
the  year. 
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Nor  have  their  labors  been  in  vain.  The  organization  of  twenty-one 
churches,  and  the  baptism  of  two  hundred  and  .sixty-two  persons,  show  that 
the  Divine  favor  has  rested  upon  litem  and  upon  their  work.  In  no  year  since 
the  organization  of  the  Hoard  have  the  results  of  the  energies  put  forth  been  so 
grand.

While  these  figures  exhibit  the  most  gratifying  results,  yet  figures  fail  to 
tell  the  amount  of  good  accomplished.      Eternity  alone  can  reveal  that. 

BIBLE   AND   COLPORTAGE   WORK. 

We  arc  glad  to  be  able  to  report  that  decided  progress  has  been  made  in 
this  department  of  labor.  Efforts  were  made  during  the  year  to  secure  perma- 
nent funds,  of  $100  00  each,  to  be  named  after  some  faithful  servant  of  God, 
who  has  passed  away,  or  after  some  one  who  still  abides  with  us,  and  to  be  used 
as  a  capital  to  operate  with.  Fifteen  such  funds  have  been  raised  in  cash  and 
subscriptions.  All  of  them  are  not  yet  paid  up,  but  the  balances  due  will  be 
forthcoming  in  the  fall.  Fifteen  of  our  brethren  have  been  engaged  in  the  col- 
portage  work,  in  connection  with  preaching  the  gospel.  Their  labors  have 
extended  into  forty  counties.  They  have  sold  during  the  year  4,923  books, 
valued  at  $1,844  42  ;  1,151  hymn  books,  valued  at  $191)  65  ;  506  Bibles,  valued 
at  $6S3  12,  and  785  Testaments,  valued  at  $115  05.  They  have  given  away  to 
poor  families  120  Bibles,  valued  at  $30  00,  ami  5G5  Testaments,  valued  at  $38  18. 
Total  of  sak-s  and  grants  7,950  books  and  pamphlets,  valued  at  $2,910  42. 

We  are  profoundly  thankful  to  God  for  what  has  been  accomplished  in  this 
department  of  the  work  committed  to  us.  Put  the  work  must  be  extended  into 
every  county  in  our  Stale.  This  can  be  done  by  increased  contributions  to  State 
Missions,  and  by  enlarging  our  permanent  colportage  fund  to  $3,000  00.  Ex- 
perience shows  that  missionary  and  colportage  work  can  be  carried  on  success- 
fully together. 

SUNDAY   SCHOOL   WORK. 

Every  missionary  of  the  Hoard  is  instructed  to  give  particular  attention  to 
the  encouragement  of  this  work,  and  to  labor  for  the  establishment  of  Baptist 
Sunday  Schools  wherever  it  is  practicable.     That  they  are  not  unmindful  of  these 
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instructions  is  evidenced  by  the  fact  that  they  have  delivered,  during  the  year, 
two  hundred  and  seven  Sunday  School  addresses,  and  organized  sixty-two  schools, 
Hut  whilst  this  work  is  not  being  neglected  by  our  people,  and  whilst  scores  of 
schools  arc  being  organized  every  year,  yet  wc  doubt  if  there  is  that  sacred, 
prayerful  enthusiasm  in  this  work  that  should  characterize  the  training  of  our 
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children  and  youths  for  God's  service.  It  is  an  alarming  fact,  which  your  Hoard 
feels,  that  whilst  we  must  have4  over  one  thousand  Baptist  Sunday  Schools  in 
Alabama,  yet  only  twenty-four  of  them  have  sent  contributions  to  the  Hoard, 
during  the  year,  for  benevolent  purposes.  Only  $3*5  25  from  all  our  schools, 
anil  over  one-half  this  amount  from  two  schools,  Bel  ma  and  Marion.  Only  this 
small  amount  from  the  thousands  of  children  and  youths  who  arc  gathered,  every 
Lord's  day,  into  our  Sunday  Schools,  and  from  whom  we  are,  by  the  gncc  of 
God,  to  draw  our  future  church  members  !  Can  it  be,  that  these  thousands  of 
youths  who  sit  every  Lord's  day  under  Christian  instruction,  arc  not  trained  to 
give  something  to  the  cause  of  God  ;  or,  if  taught  to  give,  have  their  gifts  been 
returned  to  them  in  books  and  papers?  If  wc  would  have  the  future  members 
of  our  church  to  be  liberal  in  the  things  of  Christ,  more  heed  must  be  given  to 
the  cultivation  of  the  spirit  of  benevolence  in  our  Sunday  Schools. 

MINISTERIAL  EDUCATION. 

With  the  awakening  of  our  churches  to  greater  earnestness  in  the  Master's 
cause,  there  is  a  corresponding  demand  for  an  intelligent  ministry.  The  ques- 
tion of  godly,  cultivated  men  to  fill  our  many  vacant  pulpits,  and  ocsupy  inviting 
mission  fields,  stares  us  in  the  face  as  never  before.  The  supply  we  can  procure 
from  other  States  is  by  no  means  equal  to  the  demand.  There  arc  scores  of 
young  men  in  our  State  who,  in  answer  to  the  prayers  of  Coil's  people  for  more 
laborers  to  be  sent  into  the  harvest,  are  ready  to  say  :  "  I  lere  am  I,  send  me." 
Arc  wc  doing  our  duty  to  these  young  men?  We  fear  not.  Apart  from  what 
was  given  for  the  endowment  of  our  Theological  Seminary,  we  find  only  $837  74 
given  for  ministerial  education  during  the  year.  The  denomination  should  see 
to  it,  that  every  young  man  who  gives  satisfactory  evidence  that  he  is  called  iff 
God  to  preach  the  gospel,  is  aided  in  securing  an  education  from  that  point  be- 
yond which  he  is  una  hie  to  help  himself. 

EVANGELIZATION   OK  THE  COLORED    PEOPLE. 

Nothing  has  been  done  in  this  vast  and  important  field  during  the  year. 
The  results  of  the  past  efforts  of  the  Hoard  were  not  such  as  would  induce  our 
people  to  make  contributions  for  the  work.  Your  Hoard,  however,  feels  that 
there  is  an  increasing  desire  on  the  part  of  our  colored  brethren  that  we  should 
labor  among  them.  At  our  quarterly  meeting,  in  April,  a  committee  of  the 
State  Mission  Hoard  of  their  Convention  met  with  us,  with  a  view  to  securing 
co-operation  with  them  in  their  work.  They  ask  us  to  assume  the  support  of 
their  Corresponding  Secretary.  We  think  that  either  this  should  be  done,  or  I 
that  we  should  undertake  the  support  of  a  suitable  white  brother,  to  hold  insti-  j 
tutcs  for  the  instruction  of  their  preachers,  deacons  and  Sunday  School  teachers. 

CHURCH    BUILDINGS. 

At  Anniston  a  very  ncal  and  substantial  house  of  worship  has  been  erected, 
under  the  .direction  of  our  missionary,  Rev.  E.  T.  Smyth.  About  $250  00  is 
sorely  needed,  to  lift  a  debt  resting  on  it. 

At  Decatur,  the  house  of  worship  gotten  under  way  by  our  missionary,  Dr. 
David,  has  been  finished,  and,  a  few  days  ago,  was  dedicated  to  the  service  of 
God. 

At  Good  water,  through  the  untiring  efforts  of  our  missionary,  Rev.  R.  A. 
J.  Cumbie,  a  house  of  worship  is  about  completed. 
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A(  St.  Stephens,  Washington  county,  the  young  church  under  the  care  of 
Kev.  (1.  M.  I'arkef,  missionary  pastor,  lias  just  entered  its  new  house. 

At  Linden,  Marengo county,  Kev.  1''.  II.  McGill  is  pushing  forward  towards 
completion  a  new  church  building. 

At  a  station  in  Mobile  county,  occupied  l>y  our  missionary,  Kev.  I,.  Norris, 
a  church  is  being  erected. 

At  I'etisacola  Junction,  through  the  untiring  labors  of  a  noble  Christian 
woman,  Mrs.  Clifton,  a  house  of  worship  was  built  ;  but,  alas,  it  was  leveled  to 
the  ground  by  a  storm  n  few  weeks  ago. 

At  many  of  our  mission  stations  the  cause  of  our  Master  is  hindered  in  its 
progress  by  the  want  of  suitable  church  buildings. 

WOMAN'S    WORK. 

Your  Board  continued  the  same  "  Central  Committee  on  Woman's  Work  " 
as  was  In  olhcc  last  year,  with  Mrs.  IS,  J.  Forrester  as  chairman. 

The  Committee  report,  as  follows:  "  Last  fall  the  Central  Committee,  be- 
sides pursuing  its  previous  course  of  direct  addresses  to  ladies  who  were  members 
of  churches  in  which  there  existed  no  Missionary  Society.  Wherever  the  names 
of  such  ladies  could  be  secured,  attempted  to  secure  in  each  Association  some 
sister  who  would  undertake  to  prosecute  the  work  of  the  Committee  in  her 
Association.  In  a  very  few  Associations  the  work  was  thus  undertaken,  and  in 
a  few  other  Associations  committees  of  ladies  were  appointed  by  the  Associa- 
tions themselves.  The  result  of  our  much  labor  has  apparently  been  very  small. 
Only  forty-live  Societies  have,  up  to  date,  reported  to  us.  This  shows  an  in- 
crease of  eleven  for  the  year  just  closed.  There  are  doubtless  other  Societies 
organized  that  have  not  reported  to  the  Central  Committee." 

Of  the  above  Societies  thirty-six  have  sent  contributions  to  the  Hoard  for 
missions  amounting  to  $50.4  10.  » 

FINANCIAL    OUTLOOK. 

At  the  opening  of  the  Conventional  year  your  Hoard,  in  its  annual  circular, 
asked  the  denomination  for  $12, 000,  for  State  Missions.  This  circular  was  ex- 
tensively circulated  among  the  Associations,  and  the  suggestions  it  contained 
were  endorsed  by  a  majority  of  them.  We  have  spared  no  efforts  to  realize  this 
amount,  and  yet  we  have  fallen  short  of  it.  This  embarrasses  the  Hoard  ;  for 
although  it  contracts  no  debts,  yet  the  uncertainty  of  its  income  prevents  it  from 
making  definite  contracts  with  its  employees,  which  is  to  be  greatly  deplored. 
If  the  work  were  put  on  a  cash  basis  the  good  results  would  soon  be  apparent. 
A  special  contribution  of  $1500  above  what  the  churches  are  now  giving,  would 
accomplish  this  desirable  end  ;  and  it  would  enable  the  Hoard  to  secure  the  ser- 
vices of  ministerial  students  during  their  vacation,  the  tendency  of  which  would 
he  to  settle  them  as  pastors  in  our  own  State,  when  their  school  days  were  over. 
Cannot  this  $1500  be  raised,  by  a  special  effort?  It  is  for  the  Convention  to 
determine  whether  or  not.it  can.  • 

If  the  work  is  to  be  extended,  enlarged  contributions  must  be  forthcoming. 
Forty  Associations  have  contributed,  during  the  year,  to  the  work  of  the  Hoard, 
leaving  thirteen  that  have  made  no  contributions. 

/  CONCLUSION. 

Eight  ycara  ago,  at  the  meeting  of  t his  Convention  in  Iluntsvillc,  your 
State  Mlssion~TToard  was  organized.  At  that  time  the  missionary  spirit  in  our 
churches  was  low.  A  large  number  of  them  were  giving  nothing  for  the  cxten- 
sion  of  Christ's  kingdom  in  the  world.  To  arouse  our  people  from  this  sinful 
lethargy  was  no  easy  task.  It  called  for  an  amount  of  labor  and  self-denial  of 
which  but  few  have  any  conception. 
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Whilst  we  deeply  regret  that  more  has  not  been  done,  during  these  eight 
years,  for  the  Master's  cause,  yet  we  are  thankful  that  He  has  not  withheld  his 
blessing.  Forty  of  our  Associations  arc  now  in  active  co-operation  with  the 
Hoard.  More  pastors  are  preaching  about  missions,  and  more  of  our  people  are 
giving  to  missions  than  ever  before. 

It  may  be  well  to  give  a  summary  of  what  has  been  accomplished  by  this 
Board  during  the  last  eight  years  : 

There  has  been  36,029  days  of  actual  service,  equal  to  the  labor  of  one 
man  for  98  years  ;  18,230  sermons  and  addresses  delivered  ;  2,549  baptisms  ; 
776  received  by  letter  ;  14S  restored  ;  76  churches  constituted  ;  1,006  Sunday 
Schools  organized  ;  27  Ladies'  Missionary  Societies  organized  ;  18,357  religious 
visits  made  ;  2,120  subscribers  to  Tin:  Al.AHAMA  BAPTIST  secured  ;  38,640 
pages  of  tracts  distributed..-)  251,201  miles  traveled;  13,127  boohs  sold,  valued 
at  $6,770  47.     The  work  done  lias  cost  the  denomination  $63,113  32. 

For  what  has  been  accomplished  we  would  "  thank  God  and  take  coinage." 
At  the  sitnie  time  let  us  remember  that  we  have  only  made  a  beginning  in  this 
great  work.  There  are  may  centres  of  influence  in  our  State  where  the  churches 
are  weak,  and  they  must,  be  helped.  There  are  towns  springing  up  along  our 
railroads  in  which  churches  must  he  planted.  There  are  thirteen  Associations 
that  arc  contributing  nothing  for  missions,  and  they  must  be  labored  with.  The 
masses  of  our  people  in  the  rural  districts  must  not  be  overlooked.  As  one  lias 
well  said,  "  These  country  fields  grow  the  preaching  timber." 

The  State  Mission  work  is  the  basis  of  all  our  work.  Let  it  be  properly 
fostered,  in  its  natural  relations  to  all  our  other  enterprises,  and  another  eight 
years'  history  will  make  our  cause  to  rejoice  and  blossom  as  the  rose.  A  ttaptist 
church  in  every  town  and  in  every  neighborhood  of  our  State,  expending  its 
energies  in  bringing  the  world  to  Christ,  is  that  for  which  your  Board  labors. 
Brethren,  let  Christ's  love  in  our  hearts  cause  us  to  arise  and  possess  this  hind, 
for  we  are  able. 

Your  Hoard  suggests  that  we  raise,  next  Conventional  year,  the  following 
amounts :

The  following  resolution  was  passed  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  Board,  and 
ordered  to  be  incorporated  in  the  annual  report  : 

"  Inasmuch  as  confusion  and  embarrassment  have  resulted  to  the  Hoard,  in 
some  instances,  in  some  of  the  Associations,  by  paying  money  over  to  mission- 
aries at  the  annual  meetings  of  Associations,  and  not  through  this  Board^.we 
beg  to  call  attention  to  the  matter,  and  to  urge  that  funds  be  sent  directly  Ui  the 
Corresponding  Secretary  end  Treasurer,  as  without  it  we  are  unable  to  prosecute 
the  work  satisfactorily,  and  with  that  system  and  order  so  essential  to  effective- 
ness.

Howard  College,  read  their  report,  which  was,  on  motion,  referred 
to  a  meeting  of  the  Hoard  of  Trustees,  to  be  held  to-night. 

REPORT    OF    THE    HOARD    OF    TRUSTEES   OF 
HOWARD    COLLEGE. 

For  mora  than  a  decade  the  material  ami  financial  condition  of  Howard 
College  lias  steadily  improved,  The  high  grade  of  scholarship,  close  discipline, 
ami  rigid  economy  then  inaugurated  by  your  Hoard,  have  been  persistently  main- 
tained. The  financial  results  are,  that  the  heavy  indebtedness  has  been  removed, 
the  property  been  largely  added  to,  thoroughly  repaired,  and  all  the  buildings 
painted.  While  this  was  being  accomplished,  the  internal  administration  of  the 
College  has  been  such  as  to  develop  an  order  of  mental  and  moral  culture  that 
has  caused  our  students  to  take  the  first  positions  in  whatever  vocations  of  life 
they  ha\c-  addressed  themselves  to. 

There  were  one  hundred  and  eighteen  students  in  attendance  during  the 
past  session.     Of  this  number  ten  were  Theological. 

The  Faculty  are  are  all  Christian  gentlemen,  and  have  been  faithful  and 
untiring  in  their  discharge  of  duty.  They  have  nil  been  retained  for  the  eiv-u- 
ing  year,  with  the  exception  of  1'iof,  Lake,  of  the  Preparatory  Department,  who 
has  resigned.  His  position  has  been  Idled  by  the  election  of  Prof,  A.  V.  Van 
I  loose,  who  is  a  graduate  of  distinction  from  the  University  of  Georgia,  and 
has  the  highest  recommendations  from  Chancellor  Mcll.  He  is  now,  and  has 
been  teaching  in  one  of  the  State  Institutions  of  Georgia  with  credit  and  suc- 
cess.     We  feel  fortunate  in  securing  his  services. 

The  Military  Department  is  growing  in  popularity  and  efficiency  under  the 
admirable  administration  of  Col.  A.  F.  Redd.  It  not  only  serves  to  develop 
the  physical  strength  and  dignity  of  bearing  of  the  young  men,  but  is  of  vital 
interest  to  the  internal  administration  of  the  College.  One  hour  every  day, 
after  tic  scholastic  duties  are  over,  is  devoted  to  drill.  Notwithstanding  it  is 
optional  with  students  in  entering  the  military,  nearly  all  of  them  join  it. 
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The  Theological  Department  has  the  warmest  sympathy  of  your  Board, 
and  of  the  Faculty.  Free  tuition  has  always  been  tendered  to  Theological  stu- 
dents, although  the  Convention,  during  its  session  at  Troy,  recommended  that 
the  churches  and  Associations  should  supply  the  tuition  for  ministerial  students 
sent  by  them  to  the  Institution,  in  order  that  the  Faculty  might  be  sustained  in 
carrying  on  this  important  and  necessary  work,  Ill  addition  to  the  regular  cur- 
riculum, special  instruction  (outside  of  College  hours)  in  the  preparation  of 
sermons,  and  other  needed  information  to  lit  them  for  their  high  calling  in  life, 
has  been  given  by  Dr.  Murfee.  This  Department  should,  and  doubtless  will, 
receive  your  careful  consideration.  It  is  a  grand  work,  now  being  supported  in 
the  main  by  the  Faculty  of  Howard  College,  who  arc,  perhaps,  the  hardest 
worked  corps  of  instructors  in  the  Slate.  l!y  extra  labor  they  have  been  able  to 
teach  all  that  have  come,  and  none  have  been  turned  away.  Hut  should  the 
number  have  increased  beyond  what  has  been  the  proportion  to  pay  students, 
and  had  the  same  personal  attention  been  given  to  nil  students  (which  has  con- 
stituted our  endowment),  an  additional  Professor  would  have  been  needed, 
without  the  funds  to  have  paid  him.  The  needs  of  our  denomination  demand 
that  this  work  should  be  enlarged.  Hut  it  should  not  be  done  at  the  expense  of 
a  hard  worked  and  inadequately  paid  Faculty.  Nor  by  giving  them  more  to  do 
than  can  be  done  well,  and  thus  subvert  the  fundamental  structure  on  which  our 
Institution  rests.  This  would  be  unbecoming  in  a  great  Christian  denomina- 
tion, such  as  we  arc,  and  not  in  keeping  with  that  magnanimous  spirit  displayed 
by  our  Fathers  when,  through  their  prayers  and  alms,  they  laid  the  broad  foun- 
dations of  this  Institution  and  bequeathed  it  to  us  as  a  memorial  to  virtue,  truth 
and  liberality.  While  the  denomination  may  not  now  be  able  to  furnish  the 
needed  endowment  to  her  College,  we  believe  that  our  people  can,  and  will, 
cheerfully  (if  properly  organized)  support,  without  burdening  their  Institution, 
all  young  men  of  our  State  who  may  feel  called  to  the  work  of  the  Master. 
With  this  relief  from  the  denomination,  an  able  and  satisfied  Faculty  can  be 
sustained,  and  Howard  College  maintained,  a  power  in  the  land  for  Christian 
influence,  and  continue  to  be  an  honor  to  the  State  and  denomination. 

The  term  of  office  of  one  Division  of  your  Hoard  expires  with  this  session 
of  the  Convention,  and  you  have  one  vacancy  to  rill,  created  by  the  resignation 
of  Bro.  J.  G.  Apsey.     Respectfully  submitted,

REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES  OF   THE   JUDSON 
FEMALE   INSTITUTE. 

SESSION    1882-83. 

The  forty-fifth  session  of  the  Judson  Female  Institute  closed  on  the  14th 
day  of  June,  1883. 

The  number  of  pupils  registered  during  the  session  was  one  hundred  and 
forty-three. 

To  give  instructions  in  the  various  Departments,  twelve  teachers  have  been 
employed,  who  have  done  their  work  with  commendable  diligence,  and  with 
more  than  ordinary  skill. 

The  health  of  the  School  has  been  unusually  good,  there  not  having  beon  a 
cose  of  serious  sickness  during  the  entire  session.  With  profound  gratitude  to 
God  we  make  this  announcement. 

At  your  last  meeting,  in  Huntsville,  you  were  informed  that  Mr.  Robert 
Frazer,  a  graduate  of  the  University  of  Virginia,  and  late  President  of  Fauquier 
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Female  Institute,  had  been  elected  President  of  this  Institution.  Thtn  your 
Hoard  could  only  speak  of  the  hiyh  qualification*  and  eminent  fitness  of  Mr. 
Frazer  for  this  position,  upon  the  testimony  of  othtrt ;  now,  from  their  personal 
knowledge  of  his  skill  and  ability  as  a  teacher  and  executive  officer,  they  do 
most  confidently  assure  their  brethren  that  he  possesses,  in  a  pre-eminent  de- 
gree, those  qualifications  which  fit  him  to  preside  over  a  college  of  young  ladies. 

The  Hoard  has  been  fortunate  in  securing,  for  the  next  session,  a  corps  of 
teachers  of  experience,  skill  and  ability,  in  their  respective  Departments,  to  assist 
the  President. 

The  satisfaction  expressed,  with  earnestness  and  cordially,  by  both  patrons 
and  pupils,  at  the  close  of  the  session,  together  with  the  numerous  applications 
for  rooms  already  made  by  new  pupils,  enables  your  Hoard  to  express  the  confi- 
dent opinion  that  the  patronage  next  session  will  be  enlarged,  The  outlook  for 
the  Judson  is  good. 

From  the  income  of  the  Judson  for  the  past  year,  in  addition  to  paying 
necessary  current  expenses,  we  paid  the  sum  of  $2,603  87  on  the  debt  existing 
on  the  1st  of  July,  1SP2,  leaving  an  indebtedness  of  $5,630  00,  as  follows,  viz.: 
$5,000  00  in  bonds  falling  due  15th  October,  1886,  and  bearing  interest  at  8  per 
cent.,  payable  semi-annually  ;  also,  $630  00  in  tuition  bonds,  payable  in  three 
semi-annual  installments,  the  last  payment  falling  due  on  1st  October,  1884. 
From  the  assets  now  in  hand,  we  hope  to  realize  the  sum  of  $1,800  or  $2,000, 
which,  being  deducted  from  the  present  liabilities,  leaves  a  balance  of  $3,830, 
which  can  be  liquidated  from  the  income  of  the  Institute,  nt  maturity,  should 
there  even  be  no  increase  in  the  patronage  over  that  of  last  sesbioii, 

The  removal  from  the  State  of  Rev.  \V.  II.  Mcintosh  caused  him  to  tender 
his  resignation  as  a  member  of  this  Hoard.  It  is  with  feelings  of  painful  regret 
that  we  part  with  this  brother,  who,  for  more  than  a  quarter  of  a  century,  has 
labored  so  faithfully  and  efficiently,  and  watched  so  prayerfully  over  the  interests 
of  the  School.  It  will  be  difficult  to  supply  h:s  place.  The  terms  of  four  other 
members  of  this  Hoard,  Porter  King,  J.  II.  Lee,  L.  A.  Wyatt  and  Wm.  T. 
McAllister,  expire  with  the  present  meeting  of  your  body. 

At  the  annual  meeting,  in  June,  the  Hoard  appointed  a  special  committee 
to  examine  into  the  condition  of  the  property,  and  to  submit  a  report  to  your 
body,  to  which  report  your  favorable  consideration  is  respectfully  invited.

REPORT  OF  SPECIAL  COMMITTEE  ON  REPAIRS  TO  HUILDINGS, 

JUDSON    FEMALE    INSTITUTE. 

The  committee  appointed  by  the  Hoard  of  Trustees  of  the  Judson  Female 
Institute,  to  inspect  the  buildings  of  the  School,  and  report  their  condition,  beg 
leave  to  report  that  they  find  them  in  need  of  extensive  and  immediate  repairs. 
These  repairs  are  essential  to  the  preservation  of  the  buildings  ;  and  unless  they 
arc  made  at  an  early  day,  serious  detriment  must  ensue. 

The  completion  of  the  Music  Hall,  which  was  begun  some  ten  years  ago 
by  the  ladies  of  the  Society  of  Alumnae  of  the  School,  is  also  a  thing  of  pressing 
importance. 

We  have  had  the  whole  matter  examined  by  an  experienced  architect  and 
builder  ;  and,  according  to  his  estimate,  some  ten  thousand  dollars  will  l>c  needed 
to  make  the  necessary  repairs  and  finish  the  Music  Hall.

THE     TWENTY-FIFTH     ANNUAL    REPORT    OF    THE 

ALABAMA  CENTRAL  FEMALE  COLLEGE. 

The  session  just  closed  has  in  every  way  been  in  the  highest  degree  encour- 
aging. One  hundred  nnd  thirty-five  pupils  were  enrolled.  The  senior  class 
numbered  twenty-five,  of  whom  twelve  succeeded  in  passing  the  examinations, 
and  were  awarded  diplomas  as  full  graduates.  The  subjoined  announcement  by 
the  Trustees  states  so  concisely  and  so  pointedly  the  present  status  of  the  College, 
that  I  beg  leave  to  embody  it  in  my  report  : 

ANNOUNCEMENT    BY    THE   TRUSTEES. 

At  the  close  of  another  scholastic  year,  the  Hoard  of  Trustees  of  the  Ala- 
bama Central  Female  College  have  the  gratification  of  being  able  to  announce 
to  the  friends:  and  patrons  of  the  school  a  commendable  and  steady  advance  in 
all  that  constitute''  true  success  and  real  prosperity.  The  capacious  buildings 
having  been  thoroughly  repaired  and  elegantly  re-furnished  by  the  President, 
Prof.  A.  K.  Yancey,  and  the  Musical  Department  having  been  fully  supplied 
with  new  and  valuable  instruments,  there  is  an  air  of  attractiveness  about  the 
premises,  without  and  within,  inspired  by  only  a  small  proportion  of  similar  In- 
stitutions.

This  report  would  be  incomplete  if  it  did  not  emphasize  the  inestimable 
advantage  which  the  College  enjoys  in  a  Faculty  not  only  trained  for  every  de- 
partment of  work,  but  so  devoted  to  duty  that  each  member  would  sooner  be 
ied  to  the  stake  than  betray  a  sacred  trust.  Under  such  influences,  it  is  not 
surprising  that  a  number  of  our  girls,  under  the  faithful  preaching  of  Brother 
Purser,  and  the  ministry  of  our  pastor,  were  led  to  base  their  hopes  on  the 
"  Rock  of  Ages  ;  "  and  nine  of  the  boarders  were  bjuricd  with  Christ  in  baptism. 
Early  in  the  session,  a  girls'  prayer  meeting  was  instituted  by  the  governess. 
All  the  girls  attended  this,  and  those  who  are  professors  of  religion  took  active 
part  in  the  exercises.  Such  was  the  deep  and  continued  interest  in  this  meeting 
that  I  feel  now  that  no  other  exercise  of  the  College  has  been  so  fruitful  of  good 
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results.  In  this  quiet  but  effectual  way,  the  girls  are  constantly  impressed  with 
the  great  value  of  that  wisdom  which  is  more  precious  than  rubies.  To  those 
who  know  our  Faculty,  nothing  can  he  more  pleasing  than  the  statement  that 
the  entire  corps  of  teachers,  with  a  single  exception,  will  continue  in  the  College.

REPORT  ON  AGED  AND  INFIRM   MINISTERS. 

Your  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  Aged  and  Infirm  Ministers'  Re- 
lief Fund,  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  report  : 

We  deem  it  a  work  of  supererogation  to  present  further  argument  in  support 
of  this  enterprise.  It  has  been  fully  discussed  in  your  annua!  meetings,  Asso- 
ciations, and  our  denominational  organ  ;  and  we  conclude  that  it  is  universally 
conceded  to  he  right  and  expedient,  and  therefore  ought  to  he  entered  upon  the 
record  with  other  enterprises  fostered  by  the  Baptists  of  the  State.  The  onlv 
question  to  be  disposed  of  at  this  meeting,  we  suppose,  is,  what  plan  shall  be 
adopted,  in  order  to  bear  equally  upon  all  ?  While  we  may  not  be  able  to  sub- 
mit a  systematic  plan  that  will  meet  the  views  of  every  one,  we  do  think  that 
the  following  is  the  most  feasible,  and  most  judicious  and  appropriate  for  the 
present. 

Let  a  column,  headed  Aged  and  Infirm  Ministers'  Relief  Fund  (or  a  heading 
similar  to  that),  be  added  to  the  annual  iist  of  appropriations,  that  are  sent  out 
to  the  different  Associations  by  the  State  Hoard.  In  that  column,  let  the  Hoard 
equalize  the  amount  needed  from  each  Association  to  supply  the  actual  wants  of 
the  beneficiaries.  Let  the  State  Hoard  take  charge  of  the  entire  matter,  find 
out,  through  any  source  they  can,  who  are  entitled  to  aid  out  of  this  fund, 
where  they  live,  the  church  and  Association  to  which  they  belong,  and  their 
condition.  Let  a  register  be  kept,  and  in  Hut  register  let  all  tin:  names  of  the 
beneficiaries  be  entered,  and  a  snort  sketch  of  each  be  kept,  so  that  easy  reference 
can  be  had.  Let  the  State  Hoard  be  empowered  with  the  right  to  say  who  shall 
receive  aid  and  how  much  ;  and  also  to  adopt  such  rules  as  they  may  deem  best 
in  reference  to  this  fund  and  the  recipients  of  the  same. 

This  plan  has  been  decided  upon  by  your  committee  after  consulting  with 
.the  special  committee  appointed  by  the  Convention  at  its  last  meeting.  Believ- 
ing that  the  Convention  is  ready  to  adopt  this  plan,  and  having  full  faith  and 
confidence  in  the  ability  and  noble-heartedness  of  the  members  composing  the 
State  Hoard,  wc  see  no  further  need  of  presenting  any  other  reasons  why  wc 
come  unanimously  to  the  above  conclusions. 

Your  committee  trusts  that  this  Convention  will  settle  this  matte  in  the 
way  suggested,  and  that  in  the'future  our  preachers  may  have  tangible  evidence 
of  the  fact,  should  they  ever  become  dependent,  financially,  that  their  brethren 
stand  pledged  to  administer  to  their  necessities.  Hut  let  these  brethren  in  the 
ministry  know  one  fact,  that  to  secure  this  assistance  they  must  merit  the  same, 
by  faithful  work  done  in  their  calling. 
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II  is  the  purpose  of  your  committee,  in  this  report,  to  place  the  widows  and 
orphans  of  deceased  ministers  on  the  same  footing  as  that  of  aged  and  infirm 
ministers.

REPORT  ON  TEMPERANCE. 

To  the  Alabama  Ba/list  State  Comen/um  : 

An  immense  amount  of  work  has  been  done,  during  the  past  year,  by  the 
friends  of  Temperance  ;  and  a  great  deal  has  been  done  by  the  friends  of  the 
liquor  traffic.  The  forces  on  both  sides  arc  fast  "-"EltTI  *t,*mBtllyr'r  tnt  th?  fi**Ml 
struggle.  We  arc  nyXjluubtful  about  the  issue  of  that  struggle.  The  time  is 
corning,  we  believe,  and  djLfjrjg  the  Jifc-Uine  of  the  present  generation,  too, 
when  the  Temperance  army  will  sweep  the  field,  when  the  liquor  traffic  will  be 
driven  from  the  face  of  all  this  broad,  fair  land  of  ours.  Ueforc  that  result  is 
reached,  there  will  probably  be  many  assaults  and  counter-assaults,  many  ad- 
vanccs  and  retreats  ;  but,  finally,  in  the  near  future,  the  Temperance  banner 
will  float  in  glorious  triumph  over  our  country. 

This  subject  of  Temperance  is  now  forced  upon  the  attention  of  the  United 
States  Congress.  On'  the  31st  of  last  July,  a  bill  to  provide  for  a  National 
Commission  of  Inquiry  concerning  the  liquor  traffic  was  reached  in  the  House 
of  Representatives,  at  Washington,  but  failed  to  be  considered,  four  Congress- 
men  making  objection,  which,  under  the  rules,  sent  the  bill  to  the  calendar 
without  consideration.  This  bill  had  been  passed  four  times  by  the.  Senate,. 
Two  joint  resolutions  were  introduced  into  the  Senate  [Turing  flic  1 1 r - 1  session  of 
the  47th  Congress,  proposing  prohibitory  amendments  to  tin.' Constitution  of  the 
United  States,  and  were,  at  a  late  date  in  the  closing  session,  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Education  and  Labor,  of  which  Senator  lllair,  of  N'ew  Hampshire, 
who  introduced  one  of  the  resolutions,  is  chairman, 

This  subject  is  having  a  very  large  share  of  the  attention  of  Slate  Legisla- 
tures, Every  Legislature  which  has  been  in  session  the  past  year,  has  had  under 
seiious  consideration  questions  relating  to  the  regulation  or  prohibition  of  the 
traffic  in. intoxicating  beverages.  Li  Iowa,  a  constitutional  prohibitory  amend- 
ment, proposed  by  the  Legislature  and  accepted  by  the  people,  has  been  declared 
by  the  Supreme  Court  null  and  void  because  of  certain  technical  omissions  on 
the  part  r!  the  Legislature.  The  victory  for  Temperance  principles  is  not  af- 
fected by  these  technicalities.  The  triumph  in  Iowa  was  a  signal  one.  In 
Maine,  a  similar  constitutional  amendment  has  been  proposed  by  the  Legisla- 
ture, and  is  to  be  voted  upon  in  September,  18S4.  All  effort*  in  Kansas  to 
modify  the  prohibitory  law  have  failed.  In  Florida,  a  law  has  been  passed  re- 
quiring any  man  who  desires  to  engage  in  the  liquor  business  to  secure  a  majority 
of  the  registered  voters  in  the  election  district  where  the  saloon  is  located,  and 
then  to  make  affidavit  that  these  names  were  signed  in  the  presence  of  "  two 
credible  witnesses,"  and  finally  to  publish  the  names  at  his  own  expense.  All 
this  must  be  done  before  he  can  procure  his  license.  The  result  is  that  the 
saloons  are  fast  closing  up.  The  Legislatures  of  Vermont,  Michigan  and  Min- 
nesota have  ordered  that  the  public  schools  teach  the  effects  of  alcoholic  drinks 
on  the  human  system. 

Religious  bodies — assemblies,  synods,  conferences  and  conventions — have 
been  giving  marked  attention  to  this  great  and  vital  subject.  See,  for  example, 
what  was  enacted  by  the  General  Conference  of  the  M.  E.  Church,  South,  at  its 
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last  meetinr/neld  in  Nashville  :  "Our  members  shall  truly  abstain  from  manu- 
facturing, inlying,  selling,  or  using  as  a  beverage,  malt,  distilled,  or  alcoholic 
liquors,"/ Then  they  go  on  to  declare  that  any  member  who  violates  these 
directions  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  immoral  conduct,  and  "  shall  be  dealt  with 
as  th&AVord  of  God  and  the  law  of  the  church  provide." 

A\'e  repeat  that  we  do  not  regard  the  final  issue  of  the  struggle  as  at  all 
dojfbtful.     Hut  the  question  which  now  confronts  us,  and  which  wants  to  sec  no 
cowardice  or  carelessness  in  our  answer,  is  this  :tWhat  part  must  we  take  in  the 
struggle  jj)  What  is  the  proper  line  of  action  for  us  ?    Your  committee  beg  per- 
mission, in  answer  to  this  question,  to  say  that  they  believe  this  Convention,  as 
£  body  of  Christian  men  who  are  citizens  of  the  State  of  Alabama,  ought  to 
/commit  themselves  to  labor  for  Constitutional  Prohibition  as  ay?//<?/aim,  and  to 
{  labor  for  anything  now  which  may  be  best  in  our  respective  sections,  and  which 
Vlooks  to  State  and  United  States  Constitutional  Prohibition,

Resolved,  That  the  Hoard  of  Trustees  of  Howard  College  recommend  to 
the  Convention  the  necessity  of  creating  a  Hoard  of  Ministerial  Education,  con- 
sisting of  live,  to  l>c  appointed  by  the  Convention,  pud  that  the  means  which 
may  be  contributed  to  aid  in  the  education  <>f  indigent  young  men  who  arc  seek- 
ing to  prepare  themselves  for  the  ministry  shall  be  expended  by  said  Hoard  in 
aid  of  those  who  may  be  most  worthy  and  necessitous,  and  that  the  number  of 
beneficiaries  in  the  College,  to  receive  free  tuition,  shall  not  at  any  time  be  so 
large  as  to  endanger  the  support  of  the  Faculty,  as  may  be  determined  by  the 
Hoard  of  Trustees. 

On  motion,  the  following  brethren  were  recommended  to  the  Convention 
to  constitute  the  Hoard  :  Rev.  E.  H.  Teague,  Chairman  ;  W.  P.  Welch,  Rev.

REPORT  ON   STATE   MISSIONS. 

Your  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  Eighth  Annual  Report  of  the 
State  Mission  Hoard,  submit  the  following  : — 

1.  We  note,  with  gratitude  to  God,  the  indications  therein  given  of  an  ad- 
vance  all  along  the  line.  Our  Hoard  has  never  been  able  to  make  so  good  a 
showing  ns  to  workers  in  the  field,  results  accomplished  nnd  moneys  secured. 
The  increase  in  contributions  to  mission*  is  marked  ;  to  Home  Missions  nn  ad- 
vance of  150  per  cent.,  and  to  Foreign  Missions  nn  advance  of  25  per  cent., 
over  last  year.  The  aggregate  of  contributions  to  nil  purposes  is  over  $20,000, 
an  advance  of  nearly  $4,000  over  last  year.  The  increase  in  missionaries,  too, 
is  considerable  ;  whereas  there  were  in  the  field  last  year  only  forty-one  men, 
there  were  this  year  forty-eight.  New  churches  nnd  new  Associations  have  been 
enlisted  in  the  work,  and  the  outlook  is  more  hopeful  than  ever. 

2.  The  effort  to  secure  permanent  eolportage  funds  of  $100  each  has  re- 
sulted in  raising  fifteen  such  funds,  and  commends  itself  afresh  to  our  sympathies 
and  encouragement.  It  is  certainly  no  mean  work  which  has  been  accomplished 
the  past  year  by  the  fifteen  colporteurs  appointed  by  the  Hoard — 7,950  books 
and  pamphlets  sold,  valued  at  nearly  $3,<xx),  to  say  nothing  of  785  bibles  and 
Testaments  given  away,  or  of  other  results  achieved.  The  Hoard  desires  to  en- 
large the  permanent  fund  to  $3,000,  and  we  earnestly  recommend  that  this  be 
done. 

3.  The  report  calls  special  attention  to  the  ministerial destitution  which 
prevails  throughout  the  State.  The  question  of  fit  men  to  supply  vacant  pulpits 
and  occupy  inviting  mission-fields  presses  upon  us  as  never  before.  The  supply 
at  command  is  sadly  inadequate.  Yet  the  report  assures  us  that  there  are  scores 
of  young  men  in  the  State  who,  in  answer  to  God's  call,  arc  ready  to  say, 
"  Here  am  I,  send  me."  But  they  need  a  little  more  education  to  fit  them  for 
the  work  inquired.  In  the  face  of  these  things  the  baptists  of  Alabama  have 
given  to  Ministerial  Education  only  about  $800.  Well  may  the  board  ask, 
"  Are  we  doing  our  duty  in  this  matter  ?  " 

4.  The  report  invites  attention  also  to  the  new  phase  which  the  question  of 
t/ie  evangelization  of  the  colored  people  has  assumed  for  us,  and  recommends  that 
this  Convention  either  assume  the  support  of  the  Corresponding  Secretary  of 
the  Colored  State  board,  as  they  request,  or  undertake  to  sustain  a  suitable 
white  brother,  to  hold  institutes,  etc.,  among  them.  This  question  makes  a  new 
demand  upon  our  attention. 

5.  'I  he  work  which  remains  to  be  done  is  great  nnd  difficult.  Whole  Asso- 
ciations within  our  territory  remain  unreached  and  indifferent,  not  to  say  hostile, 
to  our  efforts.  Thirteen  gave  nothing,  last  year,  to  State  Missions,  nineteen 
nothing  to  Foreign  Missions,  and  thirty  nothing  to  Home  Missions.  Such  facts 
faintly  indicate  the  destitution  and  dcadness  that  prevail  in  large  districts  of  our 
beloved  State.  From  the  Mountains  and  from  the  Coast,  from  the  black  belt 
and  from  the  l'inc  barrens  the  cry  comes  up,  not  in  articulate  Speech,  but  in 
the  very  vision  of  desolation  that  presents  itself  to  our  gaze  :  "  Come  over  and 
help  us  !  " 
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Urcthrcn,  what  shall  be  our  response  ?  Shall  it  not  be  increase  of  confi- 
dence in  the  Hoard,  of  contributions  to  the  work,  and  of  prayers  to  the  Lord  of 
the  harvest  to  "  send  forth  laborers  into  J  lis  harvest  ?  " 

In  view  of  the  facts  set  forth  by  the  Hoard,  which  have  been  alluded  to  in 
this  report,  we  recommend  : — 

1.  That  we  make  an  effort  to  increase  our  contributions  for  ministerial 
education  to  $2,500.     This  sum  not  to  include  bonds  made  to  the  Seminary. 

2.  We  call  attention  to  the  small  amount  ($315)  contributed  by  the  Sabbath 
Schools  of  the  State,  and  recommend  that  pastors  and  superintendents  be  urged 
to  train  their  schools  to  enlarged  liberality,  by  instructing  them  and  taking  col- 
lections. 

3.  We  urge  upon  the  attention  of  all  contributors  the  oft-repeated  request 
that  their  contributions  to  any  and  all  of  our  enterprises  be  forwarded  directly 
to  the  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  State  Mission  Board. 

4.  We  recommend  that  a  suitable  man  be  sent  to  each  of  the  nnn-uffiliating 
and  indifferent  Associations  for  three  or  six  months,  or  such  time  as  they  may  be 
secured  for,  to  invite  and  encourage  said  Associations  to  co-operate  with  us.

Having  been  assured  by  the  incoming  Secretary  of  the  Bible  Work  of  the 
American  Baptist  Publication  Society  that,  in  this  new  department  of  the  Soci- 
ety's operations,  undertaken  at  the  recent  Saratoga  Convention,  the  missionaries 
and  (ields  of  our  State  Mission  Board  will  be  aided  to  the  extent  of  ability  to 
provide,  and  upon  the  same  fraternally  impartial  and  equitable  terms  as  any 
Hoard,  anywhere,  i.  e.,  without  discriminations  against  us  ;  and,  further,  that 
our  State  and  Associational  Boards  and  missionaries  will  be  similarly  treated  and 
assisted,  we  recommend  to  our  State  Board,  to  which  this  work  has  been  com- 
mitted, to  cultivate  fraternal  relations  with  the  Society,  and,  ns  far  as  practicable, 
procure  their  supplies  of  Bibles  and  Testaments  from  this  source. 

We  also  recommend  that  the  brethren  of  this  Convention  co-operate  cor- 
dially with  our  State  Hoard  in  the  conduct  of  their  Bible  work.

REPORT   ON    HOME    MISSIONS. 

Vour "committee  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  report : 

Under  the  blessings  of  Almighty  (Joil,  the  Home  Mission  Hoard,  in  its  new 
location,  in  Atlanta,  Ga.,  has  been  enabled  to  enlarge  its  wink  and  prosecute 
witli  earnest  zeal  the  important  interests  entrusted  to  its  care.  The  laborers  in 
its  employment  have  been  increased  to  ninety-five,  and  the  income  of  the  Hoard 
to  $45,000,  In  the  recent  report  made  by  this  Hoard  to  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention  its  showing  for  the  past  year  was  most  encouraging,  and  its  outlook 
for  the  future  brightening.  The  Board  is  prosecuting  with  vigor  every  depart- 
ment of  its  work.  The  mission  in  New  Orleans  is  in  a  more  flourishing  condi- 
tion than  for  many  years,  and  is  prosecuted  by  Brethren  I.andiuin  and  Cole  and 
Mrs.  Nelson.  Recently,  a  new  house  of  worship  has  been  purchased  for  the 
First  Church,  and  also  a  lot  for  a  new  house  of  worship. 

Brother  Blake  has  succeeded  the  lamented  Buckner  among  the  Indians,  and 
Brother  S.  Lamhright  has  been  appointed  a  missionary  to  the  Chickasaw  tribes. 

In  the  Leveling  School  J.  G.  V'ose  has  been  appointed  Superintendent. 

The  Church  Building  Fund  Department,  recommended  to  be  established  by 
the  Waco  Convention,  will  be  of  immense  advantage,  and  opens  to  the  Hoard  a 
new  and  important  field  of  usefulness.  The  Hoard  will  soon  have  proper  men 
in  the  field  for  the  prosecution  of  this  part  of  its  work. 

The  State  of  Alabama  contributed  to  this  work  during  the  past  year  §2,400, 
an  advance  of  150  per  cent,  on  the  contributions  of  the  previous  year.  For  the 
present  year,  in  the  apportionment  of  amounts  to  meet  the  new  demands  of  the 
Hoard.  $5,000  is  expected  from  this  Convention.  This  will  require  a  little  more 
than  double  the  contributions  of  the  past  year.  Hut  with  enlarged  views  of  the 
importance  of  this  work,  if  the  pastors  of  the  State  will  but  fairly  present  the 
cause  to  their  churches,  the  amount  can  be  easily  raised.  Your  committee 
earnestly  recommend  that  every  effort  be  used  to  raise  the  amount  expected  at 
our  hands. 

This  work  is  taking  a  fresh  hold  upon  the  Baptists  of  the  South,  and  each 
State  is  yearly  enlarging  its  gifts.  Let  Alabama  do  faithfully  her  part,  also,  and 
the  God  of  love  will  bless  us  with  the  outpouring  of  His  Spirit.

44.  The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Sabbath  Schools  was 
read,  discussed  by  H.  S.  D.  MaHory,  S.  Henderson,  T.  H.  Stout, 
T.  M.  Bailey,  I).  Manly,  and  J.  T.  Yerby,  and  adopted. 
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The  importance  of  the  Sunday  School  work  is  almost  universally  admitted, 
at  least  by  intelligent  Christians  ;  but  this  admission,  on  the  part  of  a  great 
many,  is  all  the  encouragement  they  ever  give  to  the  cause.  Recognizing  the 
importance  of  a  work,  and  engaging  earnestly  in  well  directed  efforts  to  advance 
the  interests  of  that  work,  arc  two  very  different  propositions.  That  this  Con- 
vention  may  not  only  admit  its  importance,  but  be  stirred  up  to  more  earnest, 
persistent,  consecrated  efforts  in  this  grand  work,  is  the  object  of  this  report. 
Wc  rejoice  that  so  much  has  been  accomplished  by  the  Baptist  workers  in  our 
State,  yet  wc  know  thai  much  more  can  and  should  be  done.  How,  then,  can 
the  interests  of  this  work  be  advanced? 

1st.  The  pastors,  the  leaders  in  every  good  word  and  work,  must  be  the 
leaders  in  this  department  of  church  work  also.  If  not  an  actual  worker  as 
teacher  in  his  school,  the  pastor  should  be  the  real  leader,  seeing  that  the  school 
is  well  officered  and  equipped,  the  teachers  arc  competent  and  faithful,  lly  all 
means,  he  should  be  well  posted  on  the  Sunday  School  lessons,  and,  whenever 
possible,  he  should  have  a  weekly  teachers'  meeting  for  the  study  of  the  lesson, 
himself  conducting,  or  having  some  one  who  is  competent  to  do  so.  Then,  by 
instruction  and  appeal,  in  public  and  in  private,  he  should  endeavor  to  enlist 
the  entire  membership  of  his  church  in  the  work,  either  as  teachers  or  scholars. 
2d.  Parents  must  feel  (he  responsibility  upon  them  to  say  to  their  children, 
not  "(iojto  Sunday  School,"  but  "Come,  let  us  go."  This  may  be  imprac- 
ticable in  some  families,  but  very  seldom  is  it  the  case  that  both  parents  arc 
obliged  to  remain  at  home.  When  parents  generally  thus  act,  there  will  be  no 
more  complaints  of  girls  and  boys  leaving  the  school  as  soon  as  Ihey  begin  to 
feel  grown  up. 

3d.  Teachers  must  give  more  time  to  the  study  of  the  lesson. —  more  time 
to  the  study  of  the  individual  members  of  the  class,  their  spiritual  needs — more 
time  to  prayer  in  secret  for  each  scholar,  and  for  I  leavenly  guidance  in  the  work. 
May  the  day  soon  dawn  when  every  pastor  shall  be  a  "  Sunday  School 
man  ",  every  church  member  a  member  of  the  Snndfiy  School,  and  every  teacher 
a  thoroughly  consecrated  worker  for  |csus  !

The  committee  to  whom  was  referred  that  portion  of  the  report  of  the 
Trustees  of  Judson  Institute  which  relates  to  repairing  the  buildings  and  com- 
pleting the  music  hall,  have  given  the  matter  careful  consideration,  and  we  find 
it  one  of  no  ordinary  importance.  Wc  ate  fully  sensible  of  the  weight  of  the 
claims  that,  just  now,  are  calling  for  our  contributions  and  our  sacrifices,  but 
we  cannot  resist  the  conclusion  that  this  is  second  to  none  of  them.  What  we 
owe,  as  a  d<  nomination,  to  the  thousands  of  noble  Christian  women  who  have 
gone  forth  from  this  School  to  illustrate  our  civilization,  and  bless  our  land,  can 
never  be  known  on  earth.  If  we  would  transmit  to  our  children  the  blessings 
which  such  an  influence  as  theirs  brings,  wc  must  cherish  in  our  hearts,  and  sup- 
port with  our  hands,  this  source  of  their  power. 

Wc,  therefore,  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolutions  : 
I.     That  the  Trustees  be  instructed  to  set  on  foot,  at  once,  such  measures 
as  they  deem  wisest  and  best  adapted  for  raising  the  money  for  the  work  pro- 
posed . 
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II  That  they  be  further  instructed  to  begin  the  work  as  soon  as  the  amount 
raised  shall  justify  it. 

III.  That  the  pastors  of  the  churches,  and  our  brethren  and  sisters  in  all

completion  this  important  work.

Resolved,  That  applicants  for  the  benefit  of  the  Ministerial  Education  fund 
shall  not  only  be  recommended  by  their  churches,  but  shall  also  undergo  an  ex- 
amination by  the  Hoard  of  Ministerial  Education,  relating  to  their  conversion 
and  call  to  the  ministry  ;  and  no  applicant  shall  be  accepted  who  does  not,  in 
the  judgment  of  the  Hoard,  give  satisfactory  evidence  of  his  conversion  and 
call  ;  nor  shall  one  be  accepted  whom  the  Hoard  may.  for  any  other  reason,  be- 
lieve to  be  an  improper  person  to  receive  the  benefit  of  said  fund.  Hut  this 
shall  not  be  understood  as  assuming  any  right  to  pass  upon  the  qualifications  of 
young  ministers  whose  education  shall  be  entirely  provided  for  by  their  churches 
or  Associations.

EVANGELIZATION   OF  THE  COLORED   PEOPLE. 

The  presence  of  these  people  among  us  should  not  fail  to  awaken  in  the 
minds  and  hearts  of  the  thoughtful  and  pious  the  most  intense  solicitude.  They 
arc  so  intimately  connected  with  the  material,  intellectual  and  moral  condition 
of  the  country,  and  their  destiny  is  so  closely  interwoven  with  our  own  that  we 
cannot  shut  our  eyes  to  the  perils  and  possibilities  of  the  future;  and  without 
any  attempt  upon  the  part  of  your  committee  to  theorize  and  to  urge  upon  this 
Convention  the  importance  of  prosecuting  a  work  so  imperative  and  so  much 
needed  (particularly  when  the  outlook  for  helpful  co-operation,  we  are  rejoiced 
to  know,  was  never  so  bright  and  encouraging),  we  would  respectfully  submit 
the  following  recommendations  : — 

1.  That  the  Board  of  this  Convention  request  the  Home  Board,  of  At- 
lanta, to  employ  and  pay  all  or  a  part  of  the  salary  of  a  suitable  man,  for  the 
purpose  of  holding  institutes  with  the  colored  ministers  and  deacons  of  this 
State,  as  they  have  been  doing  in  Georgia,  the  past  year,  with  very  gratifying 
results. 

2.  That  our  State  Board  be  instructed  to  continue  co-operation  with  the 
Colored  State  Mission  Board  of  our  State,  and  that  they  attempt  to  raise  at  least 
one  thousand  dollars,  the  coming  year,  for  the  purpose  of  aiding  our  colored 
brethren  in  their  work. 

.  3.     That  our  State  Board  require  of  its  missionaries,  whenever  practicable, 
to  preach  to  them,  and  to  do  all  in  their  power  (consistent  with  the  faithful  dis- 
charge of  their  duties  to  our  own  people,)  for  their  evangelization.

REPORT  ON   FOREIGN   MISSIONS. 

To  the  Alabama  luiptist  State  Convention  : 

The  report  of  the  Foreign  Mission  Board,  for  the  year  ending  May  9,  1883. 
greets  us  with  cheering  news.  Seven  more  new  missionaries  were  sent  to  foreign 
fields,  and,  notwithstanding  the  extra  expense  thus  incurred,  the  Board  closed 
the  year  without  debt  and  with  $6,000  in  the  treasury.  Of  this  amount  $819  33 
was  received  as  a  legney  from  the  estate  of  Mrs.  M.  G.  llarley,  of  South  Caro- 
lina ;  the  rest  was  made  up  from  the  gifts  of  the  churches. 

The  total  receipts  of  the  Board  were  $56,804  56,  being  an  increase  over 
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the  amount  received  last  year  of  more  than  $7,500,  and  over  that  of  the  year 
before  of  nearly  $13,000.  This,  coupled  with  the  fact  that,  notwithstanding 
the  surplus  in  the  treasury,  over  $5,000  were  readily  subscribed  at  Waco  to  build 
churches  in  Mexico,  is  regarded  as  full  of  encouragement.  In  such  facts  we  see 
some  of  many  indications  of  a  revival  of  interest  in  Foreign  Missions. 

The  Mexican  Mission  is  attracting  unusual  attention  and  winning  enthu- 
siastic supporters,  especially  among  our  Texas  brethren,  by  the  actual  results  it 
has  already  achieved,  and  the  splendid  promise  it  holds  out  for  the  future.  One 
energetic  young  missionary,  Rev.  \V.  1>.  Powell,  has  proved  himself  the  man 
for  the  place,  and  is  steadily  gaining  confidence  and  winning  souls.  lie  has 
lately  bought  a  lot  for  the  church  in  Saltillo,  and  drawn  on  the  Hoard  for  $1,300 
to  pay  for  it.  The  late  visit  of  the  250  excursionists  of  the  Waco  Convention 
to  Mexico  seems  to  have  done  good  in  two  ways  :  first,  by  giving  encouragement 
to  the  little  band  of  workers  there  ;  and,  second,  by  enabling  the  excursionists 
to  carry  back  with  them,  to  every  part  of  the  country,  the  reports  of  eye- 
witnesses concerning  the  held  and  the  work. 

The  new  Brazilian  Mission,  too,  is  doing  well  ;  not  that  it  reports  any  great 
ingathering,  but  that  it  is  slowly  but  surely  laying  the  foundation  for  a  great 
work  in  the  future. 

Of  the  old  fields — in  China,  Africa  and  Sunny  Italy — there  is  nothing  new 
or  special  to  report.  Not  that  there  has  been  little  or  nothing  done  ;  the  work 
goes  noiselessly  but  steadily  on.  Truth  forms  in  human  souls,  as  the  crystal  in 
Nature's  laboratory,  by  slow  accretions.  It  effects  great  changes  in  public  senti- 
ment, as  the  unseen  but  majestic  CJulf  stream  affects  the  climate.  As  yet,  na- 
tions arc  not  "  born  in  a  day."  lint  the  Gospel,  like  leaven,  is  at  work  in  all 
these  lands.  The  mining  and  sapping  goes  on,  though  we  do  not  hear  the 
blows  ;  and  one  day  its  results  will  be  seen  in  the  crash  ol  hoary  systems  which 
stand  now  like  impregnable  Gibraltar,  Hut  what  part  are  we  playing  in  this 
great  work?  The  masses  of  our  vaunted  hosts  are  looking  idly  on,  or  are  abso- 
lutely ignorant  of  the  part  actually  performed  by  the  heroic  few  in  the  field. 
The  thousands  of  while  baptists  in  the  State  have  never  given  one-fiftieth  as 
much  in  any  one  year  for  sending  the  ( rospcl  to  the  perishing  millions  of  heathen- 
dom as  they  have  spent  for  their  tobacco  and  whiskey.  Single  congregations 
have  raised  more  in  a  year  for  building  a  line  church  than  the  whole  denomina- 
tion has  given  to  Foreign  Missions.  The  heroic  Vales  once  sadly  said,  as  Tic 
contemplated  the  fact  that,  of  $5o,(xxi  given  to  Foreign  Missions  one  year  by 
Southern  Baptists,  one-half  went  to  build  a  chapel  in  Rome:  "I  can't  get 
money  for  my  work  among  the  heathen,  but  I  could  get  $50,000  to  build  a  church 
steeple  at  home  !"  Who  tan  fail  to  see  the  significance  of  such  facts?  South- 
ern Baptists  arc  not  alive  to  the  importance  of  Foreign  Missions,  Making  due 
allowance  for  our  poverty,  the  fact  remains,  we  arc  not  doing  a  tithe  of  what 
we  might  do  toward  carrying  out  the  imperial  order  of  our  Master,  "  (io,  disciple 
all  nations  !  " 

Alabama  Baptists,  too,  must  own  their  share  of  the  disgrace  and  guilt  thus 
incurred.  Last  year  your  Committee  on  Foreign  Missions  reported  that,  *hile 
Southern  Baptists  in  general  had  increased  their  gifts  $5,000,  Alabama  was  at  a 
stand-still.  This  year  but  little  more  can  be  said  for  the  State.  We  would  re- 
peat and  emphasize  what  was  said  by  that  committee,  in  view  of  this  state  of 
things  :  "  Alabama  must  not  be  allowed  to  stand  where  she  is  ;  she  must  be 
moved,  stirred,  aroused  !  "  The  question  still  recurs  for  solution,  how  is  this  to 
be  done?    We  venture  some  practical  suggestions  : — 

1.  That  during  the  session  reports  from  the  churches  be  called  for  as  to 
the  methods  in  use  among  our  people  for  raising  money  for  Foreign  Missions — 
said  reports  to  be  followed  by  discussions  as  to  the  best  method  to  be  adopted. 

2.  That  the  churches  be  again  urged  to  look  out  from  among  them  at  least 
two  young  men  and  one  young  woman,  to  be  appointed  by  the  Boird  to  fhe 
foreign  field  and  supported  by  the  Baptists  of  this  State. 
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3.  That  llie  pastors  and  delegates  here  present  be  asked  to  pledge  them- 
selves to  do  what  they  can  to  see  that  the  Baptists  of  Alabama  raise  (or  Foreign 
Missions,  this  year,  at  least  as  much  as  $5,000,  the  sum  apportioned  to  them  )>y 
the  Board

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REPORT   ON   EDUCATION. 

Your  Committee  on  Education  respectfully  submit  the  following  report  : 
Each  succeeding  year  brings  its  harvest  of  accumulating  contributions  to 
the  progress  of  education  among  our  people.  Broader  and  justcr  views,  and 
fuller  appreciation  of  it  by  the  masses  mark  the  successive  generations.  Numer- 
ous causes  are  constantly  conspiring  to  these  legitimate  results.  The  achieve- 
ments of  the  Physical  Sciences,  and  their  application  to  the  Arts,  both  useful 
and  ornamental,  have  multiplied  the  facilities  of  intercommunication  and  the 
means  of  domestic  comfort,  and  brought  within  the  reach  of  the  poor  the  appli- 
ances of  xsthetical  culture.  The  marvels  of  engineering  skill  in  railroad  and 
architectural  structures,  in  subterranean  ami  sub-marine  tunnels  and  other  exca- 
vations— the  publication  of  all  these,  and  favorable  comments  on  them  in  the 
secular  and  religious  newspapers  that  arc  scattered  broad-cast  over  the  land — all 
these  have  wrested  from  the  less-favored  the  acknowledgment  of  the  superiority 
of  the  educated.  These  and  other  causes  have  combined  their  forces  into  one 
mighty  engine,  which,  in  its  ceaseless  action,  has  well-nigh  battered  down  the 
wall  of  prejudice  that,  a  generation  ago,  seemed  impregnable.  The  middle 
wall  of  partition  that  separated  the  classes  has  been  pierced,  anil  our  people, 
with  an  approximation  to  unanimity  never  known  before,  are  clamoring  for  the 
advantages  of  education.  Who  shall  supply  this  increasing  demand  ?  The  gen- 
eral Congress  and  the  State  Legislatures  nave  laid  down  their  offerings  on  the 
altar  of  learning.  Philanthropists  have,  singly  or  together,  come  forward  to  the 
help  of  struggling  aspirants.  The  great  Christian  denominations  have  brought 
up  their  contributions.  The  reactionary  influence  has  been  salutary,  and  every- 
where the  educated  have  made  commendable  efforts  to  meet  these  expanding  and 
Ercssing  wants.  Despite  our  inauspicious  surroundings,  these  labors  have  not 
een  in  vain.  Though  some  of  our  institutions  have  been  swept  away,  and 
others  paralyzed  in  the  pitiless  storm  that  has  beaten  upon  us,  we  have  come, 
with  what  remained  of  our  enfeebled  strength,  and  our  reduced  appliances, 
around  those  that  survived,  and,  by  persistent  efforts,  have  infused  into  them 
new  life  and  strength  and  sent  them  forward,  alongside  of  new  ones  that  have 
sprung  up.  on  their  mission  to  bless  the  generations  ;  and  the  present  general 
outlook  is  full  of  the  inspiration  of  hope. 

Now,  it  is  obvious  that  the  denomination  that  would  keep  ahrenst  with  the 
swelling  wave  of  advancing  culture,  must  put  forth  increasing  efforts  that  shall 
maintain  their  full  proportion  to  those  relied  on  by  the  people  at  large  to  carry 
them  forward.  "Excelsior"  is  the  world's  motto  now.  "Higher,  and  yet 
higher,"  must  be  the  watch-word  of  the  church,  if  she  would  even  keep  on  a 
level  with  her  progressive  cotemporarics,  and  so  preserve  her  self-respect,  and 
command  the  respect  of  others.  She  needs  to  do  more  than  this,  if  she  would 
fulfill  her  high  mission.  She  needs  the  power  to  lead  popular  thought,  and  to 
mould  public  sentiment — to  repel  the  subtlest  attacks  of  infidelity  and  extricate 
from  the  meshes  of  false  philosophy  the  victim  ensnared  thereby — to  strip  error 
of  her  gilded  garb  and  expose  her  hideous  nakedness  in  the  light  of  unveiled 
truth.  How  shall  she  acquire  and  maintain  this  power?  By  training  up  men 
and  women  who,  Divinely  guided,  and  walking  in  the  paths  of  holiness,  shall 
also  stand  in  the  fore-front  of  the  great  and  true  thinkers  of  their  generation. 
No  better  means  of  attaining  these  great  ends,  under  the  Divine  blessing,  has 
been  devised  than  the  maintenance  of  denominational  schools  of  the  best  char- 
acter. Such  schools  the  Baptists  of  Alabama  have,  and  if  anything  is  wanting 
to  make  them  all  they  ought  to  be,  these  Baptists  can  and  should  supply  the 
want.  In  their  behalf  the  prayers  of  McCraw,  and  Hart  well,  and  Manly,  and 
Chilton,  Mid  Curtis,  and  hosts  of  holy  men  and  women,  ascended  to  the  throne 
of  Heavenly  Grace  ;  and  here,  under  the  influence  of  good  precept  and  example, 
and  the  efforts  of  devout  men  and  women  to  lead  them  to  Christ,  wc  may  hope 
for  Ihe  conversion  of  our  sons  and  our  daughters,     Kept  under  the  gentle  re- 
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straints  of  piety  (luring  the  years  of  their  greatest  susceptibility  to  moral  influ- 
ences, while  they  are  undergoing  those  processes  of  mental  training  that  establish 
them  in  habits  of  correct  and  logical  thought,  we  may  hope  that  when  they  go 
out  in  search  of  higher  knowledge,  and  come  in  contact  with  the  great  men  who 
would  array  science  against  revelation,  they  will  possess  both  the  inclination  and 
the  power  to  expose  the  sophistry  and  escape  its  influence. 

The  reports  of  the  three  denominational  Schools  referred  to  your  committee 
represent  those  Institutions  in  very  successful  operation  and  prosperous  condi- 
tion. In  view  of  the  great  good  accomplished  by  them  in  the  past,  and  their 
prospective  usefulness  in  the  future,  your  committee  respectfully  suggest  to  this 
Convention  that  we  cannot  too  earnestly  recommend  to  the  generous  support 
and  patronage  of  the  denomination  the  Howard  College,  the  Judson  Female 
Institute  and  the  Alabama  Central  Female  College. 

We  can  not  close  this  report  without  a  word. for  the  great  and  cherished  In- 
stitution of  Southern  Baptists — the  Southern  Baptist  Theological  Seminary. 
This  Seminary,  which  has  been  for  years  scattering  its  blessings  over  our  land, 
and  other  lands,  is  now  securely  endowed,  and  hopes  soon  to  own  the  buildings 
necessary  for  its  work.  We  recommend  that  our  young  ministers  be  in  every 
way  encouraged  and  helped  to  go  to  the  Seminary  to  seek  full  preparation  for 
their  high  and  holy  calling.

Our  lamented  brother  was  a  native  of  Kentucky.  His  early- 
life,  spent  in  that  State,  was  singularly  full  of  hardships.  Left  an 
orphan  in  childhood,  he  grew  up  well-nigh  homeless  and  neglected. 
At  sixteen,  however,  he  was  taken  in  charge  by  a  good  Baptist 
deacon,  who  proved  a  noble  foster-father.  Filtering  the  army  a 
mere  youth,  he  served  faithfully  through  the  war.  It  was  while  in 
a  hospital,  in  Alabama,  that  he  received  from  a  devoted  Christian 
woman  the  New  Testament  which  led  him  to  Christ.  He  was 
baptized,  after  the  war,  by  Rev.  Cleon  C.  Keys,  of  Kentucky,  who 
was  his  first  pastor,  and  his  life-long  friend.  Called  of  Cod  t<> 
preach,  he  spent  several  years  as  a  student  at  Ceorgetown  College, 
and  as  an  inmate  of  the  home  of  the  genial  and  scholarly  Dr.  Mc- 
Donald, now  of  A,*''™111-  J)r-  McDonald  says  of  him:  "A  purer 
man  I  have  never  known  than  Zeal  A.  Owens.  I  loved  him  like  a 
brother." 

Leaving  College,  he  pursued  his  theological  studies  at  Green- 
ville and  Chicago.  Coming  South  for  his  health,  his  life  as  a  pastor 
was  spent  chiefly  in  Mobile  and  I'ensacola.  Palmetto  Street  Church, 
Mobile,  can  never  forget  him.  As  their  pastor,  from  Sept.  ist,  1876, 
to  Feb.  1 2th,  i8cS2,  he  did  invaluable  service,  passing  through  the 
epidemic  of  '78  like  a  Christian  hero.  His  work  at  I'ensacola,  as 
missionary  pastor,  from  February  to  October,  1882,  was  signally- 
blessed.  When  the  fever  broke  out  in  the  summer  of  '82  he  was 
away  on  a  vacation,  but  returned  at  once  and  threw  himself,  with 
heroic  self-abnegation,  into  work  among  the  sick,  the  sorrowing 
and  the  dying.  So  implicit  was  the  confidence  imposed  in  him 
that  people  of  all  creeds  and  classes  sent  for  him,  even  a  Romish 
priest  calling  for  him  to  pray  at  his  bedside.  .  At  last,  exhausted 
by  incessant  labors,  he  fell  a  victim  to  the  fever,  and  died  October 
6th,  1882,  a  Christian  martyr. 

Let  who  will,  fixing  on  that  life  the  clear,  cold  gaze  of  pru- 
dence, condemn  the  decision  which  seemed  to  precipitate  its  close, 
saying,  "Why  was- this  waste?"  surely  the  Master  recognizes  in 
such  a  pouring  out  of  a  precious  life  in  His' service  a  beauty  and 
grandeur  of  heroism  which  shall  serve  as  an  everlasting  memorial, 
and  receive  its  own  exceeding  great  reward.
